Axenfels bound for Philadelphia and New York with a total crew of 
57. The usual precautions were taken on each vessel — holds fumi- 
gated, rat guards placed on wharf lines, and Lascars' effects disinfected. 

Week ended May 29, 1906: Twenty -five deaths from cholera, 43 
from plague, and 35 from smallpox in Calcutta. 

In India, week ended May 19, 1906, 13,061 cases and 11,783 deaths 
from plague; week ended May 26, 1906, 8,684 cases and 7,660 deaths 
from plague.
